coſt more to make ſuch other Conveniencies for the Maſter, Uſher, and 
Scholars, as ſhould be neceſſary; and, it being found impracticable to 
bring the Water from Soapwell Spring to the Town of Kirkleatham, it was 
thereupon further ordered, That the Sum of One thouſand Pounds, deviſed 
for building a Conduit, and bringing the Water to it, ſhould be applied to 
finiſh the ſaid School and Buildings, by the Direction of the ſaid Maſter ; 
and it was thereby declarcd and —_ That the ſaid Charles Turner, and 
his Heirs, were and ſhould be Viſitors of the ſaid School, and from time to 
time, for ever, have the Nomination and Appointment of the Maſter and 
Uſher there, with Power and Liberty, from time to time; for ever, to make 
Rules and Orders for the good Government of the School, and to lay the 
fame before the ſaid Maſter, as they ſhould think fir, to the end the ſamè 
might be reported to and confirmed by the ſaid Court; and the Plaintiff 
and Defendants were to have their Coſts of that Suit to be taxed by the faid 
Maſter, and paid out of the ſaid Teſtator's Eſtate; and the ſaid Defendants 
were thereby indemnified for what they ſhould do in purſuance thereof:
